through and over any portion of the public 
domain of the United Statea, over and along 
any of the military or post routes of the 
United Statea which have been, or may here- 
after be declared auch by act of Congreaa, 
and over, under, or across the navigable 
watora of the United Statea. Provided, Tfcat 
such lines of telegraph shftU be ao con-

Messrs. Pierce, Edwards, McCail, Cibbs, 
and Brooks, of Union City, and John 
W. Cowgill, of this place, appeared as 
attorneys for the defence. The testi- 
mony of Hyat, upon the direct examina- 
tion was a reiteration of the facts sworn 
to by him ia his affidavit as above stated. 
Upon cross-examination be stated thst 
he did not recognize the gentlemen ac- 
cused by their faces, as they had masks 
on, but by their voices, as he was well 
acquainted with them— had known them 
for years, and would know their voices 
anywhere. He was then requested to 
stand with his back to the defendants 
and see if he could recognize the voice 
of one of them who would speak, but he 
refused to do this upon the ground that 
it was ■ unjust to ask him to do such a 
thiufi ;'! that it was a great deal easier 
to recognize the voices of his neighbors 
at night, when he was very badly scared 
than it was there in tho presence of the 
Court. 

The testimony of the other witnesses 
for the prosecution, Mrs. Stone, Elijah 
Stone, and the concubine of this man 
Hyat, was similar in facts aud weight as 
that of Hyat. No evidence having been 
introduced to identify six of the eleven 
defendants, t^e action was dismissed as 
to all, except Messrs. Jones, Clorer. 
Crocket, Glover, and Rateliff, for all of 
whom a complete alibi was proved by 
some of the most substantial and upright 
men of the county — the character of 
whom for veracity, the connsel for the 
prosecution acknowledged he would not 
dare question'." ~ 

The counsels for the defense then in- 
troduced Messrs. W. H. Caldwell, Mr. 
CUrer, and Mr. Burkthan who is a bro- 
ther-in-law of Hyat, all of whom swore, 
from the reputation of Hyat, his concu- 
bine, Mrs. Stone, and the U>y Elijah 
Stone, that they would not believe them 
on oath, and that they were not entitled 
to credit. Mr. Burkman also swore that 
Hyat, " the beast," had deserted bis 
lawful wife, and two children, and had 
taken up with her neice, his concubine, 
and now lives with her in adultery. 

Such are the characters of these per- 
sons who dared to arraign before the 
bar of justice eleven of the best men of 
Obion county — men whose characters
